Th©  September  Licenses. 

To  The  Wiun: 

The  only  application  for  license  at  this  term 
of  Court  that  met  with  any  Aerions  opposition 
war  that  of  Peter  (sub,  for  a  license  to  keep  an 
inn  and  tavern  on  Glenwood  avenue.  Thi*  ap¬ 
plication  was  resisted  because,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  committee,  there  was  no  shadow  of  uecea- 
(tity  for  a  hotel  in  that  location.  In  Npite  «.f  the 
opposition  of  the  committee  the  license  was 
granted.  r 

To  understand  just  what  the  court  did  in  giv¬ 
ing  this  license  it  is  necessary  to  quote  the  stat¬ 
ute.  The  13th  section  of  the  ‘‘act  concerning 
inns  and  taverns"  reads  "That  it  shall  tie  the 
duty  of,  and  is  hereby  expressly  enjoined  upon, 
the  said  courts,  to  license  no  more  inns  and  taV- 
erns,  in  their  respective  counties,  than  «,h>dl  Ije 
necessary  to  accommodate  and  entertain  travel¬ 
lers  and  strangers,  to  serve  the  public  occasions 
of  said  counties,  and  for  the  convenience  of 
men's  meeting  together  to  transact  business  ; 
and  to  prevent  as  much  as  possible,  inns  and 
taverns  to  be  kept  for  the  encouragement  of 
gaming,  tippling,  drunkenness,  and  other  vices.  ” 
This  being  the  law,  the  committee  prepared  to 
prove  that  this  hotel  was  unnecessary.  They 
showed  that  within  a  radius  of  three  hundred 
feet  from  the  centre  of  town,  were  located,  ex¬ 
cluding  Gretb’a,  five  hotels,  with  a  minimum 
capacity  of  entertaining  forty-eight  guests  over 
night,  that  the  American  House,  the  best  of 
them,  had  never  since  its  erection  been  filled  at 
any  one  time,  that  although  Geib  had  the  stat¬ 
utory  requisites  for  a  hotel,  (three  beds)  he  had 
not  for  a  year  had  all  of  them  filled  ;  that  -his 
principal  revenue  was  from  his  bar. 

The  committee,  after  putting  in  somet  other 
testimony,  tending  to  show  a  violation  df  the 
law  in  the  post,  rested  their  case,  supposing  that 
having  shown  that  there  existed  no  necessity  for 
the  hotel  as  a  hotel,  that  in  view  of  the  plain 
provisions  of  the  statute  just  quoted,  the  license 
would  be  refused. 

The  committee  was  deceived.  Without  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  explain  or  justify  the  act,  the  court 
granted  the  license.  No  clearer  case  can  be  pre¬ 
sented  than  this,  and  in  the  opinion  of  this  com¬ 
mittee  the  granting  of  this  license  means  that 
the  people  of  this  town  need  expect  no  relief  at 
the  hands  of  the  court  from  the  present  grossly 
excessive  number  of  hotels,  that  the  time  has 
arrived  for  an  appeal  from  the  courts  to  the 
legislature,  to  limit  in  some  way  the  number  of 
licenses  to  be  granied. 

Nor  is  this  reduction  politic  from  a  temper¬ 
ance  standpoint  alone.  The  instinct  of  self-pre¬ 
servation  should  teach  the  better  class  of  hotel 
keepers  that  their,  continued  existence  and  suc¬ 
cess  depends  upon  it.

Tavern  Licences  in  Bloomfield. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  was  occupied 
Friday  of  last  week  in  hearing  objections  to  the 
granting  of  tavern  licenses  in  Bloomfield.  In  the 
case  of  Tin|»othy  Hallman,  E.  M.  Colie,  Counsel* 
of  the  Reform  Club,  opposed- the  license  on  the 
ground  that  there  are  already  too  many  taverns 
in  Bloomfield,  and  said  that  the  Chief  Justice 
had  held  that  the  burden  of  proving  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  such  places  was  on  the  applicant. 

Judge  Kirkpatrick  asked— How  near  to  this 
place  is  there  another  tavern? 

M.  T.  Barrett  (counsel  for  Hallinan) — Your 
Honor,  there  is  not  another  with  in  200  feet 
(laughter,  in  which  the  Court  joined];  I  mean 
200  yards. 

Judge  Kirkpatrick  asked  if  the  place  was  im¬ 
properly  kept,  or  a  nuisance,  and  Mr.  Colie 
said  it  was  not.  Mr.  Barrett  then  said  there  wan 
not  another  place  in  a  mile,  and  that  it  was  an 
old  stand  and  well  kept.  The  license  was 
granted. 

In  the  case  of  Wm.  Kaab,  Major  Lentz,  his 
counsel,  said  it  was  an  old  stand  and  the  resort 
of  German  singing  societies,  and  the  license  wan 
granted.  A  license  was  also  granted  to  Arthuir 
Leuthanser. 

In  the  case  of  Peter  Geibe  a  lively  contest 
took  place,  Mr.  Gallagher,  counsel  for  the  Law 
and  Order  League,  appearing  and  opposing  th<J 
application.  The  license  was  granted.

,  The  regular  semi  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Township  Commitlee  was  held  on 
Wednesday  evening. 

After  reeling  of  the  minutes  and  <»r 
dering  a  number  of  bills  paiil,  a  petition 
was  presented  from  Metwrs.  Brewer,  Ben 
son,  Graham  and  others  for  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  water  pipes  and  fire  lmirants  upon 
Highland  Avenue.  On  motion,  the  peti¬ 
tion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Collector  Marr  asked  for  instructions 
about  the  manner  of  accepting  payment 
of  taxes  in  District  No.  1  where  the 
amount  due  for  gas  or  water  was  with 
held.  On  motion  the  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Town  Counsel  for  an  opinion.

Rant  versus  Rum. 

7b  The  Citizeti: 

Years  ago,  while  a  school  boy  at  the 
Academy,  I  became  intimate  with  a 
bright,  happy  and  generous  lad,  who 
was  somewhat  younger  than  myself.  Our 
friendship  outlasted  our  school  days, 
and,  contrary  to  the  common  opinion  re¬ 
garding  such  attachments,  grew  stronger 
after  we  left  school.  We  corresponded 
as  long  as  he  lived. 

He  was  scarcely  twenty-five  years  old 
when  I  stood  beside  his  grave.  Few 
young  men  of  my  acquaintance  have  ever 
had  a  more  promising  future.  With 
unusual  personal  attractions  and  abun¬ 
dant  wealth ;  a  loved  son,  brother,  hus¬ 
band  and  father ;  of  no  mean  literary  at¬ 
tainments  ;  at  that  early  age  we  buried 
him,  and  mourned,  not  that  he  had  pass¬ 
ed  away  (for  we  knew  that  it  is  the  lot 
of  all),  bat  because  of  the  manner  of  his 
untimely  taking-off.  He  died  a  drunk¬ 
ard. 

About  the  same  time  I  listened  for  a 
year  to  the  preaching  of  one  of  the  most 
eminent  divines  of  that  day.  His  earnest 
eloquence  won  many  hearts  and  led  hun¬ 
dreds  from  sin  to  holiness.  I  loved  his 
teachings,  and  feel  their  beneficial  influ¬ 
ence  to  this  day.  He  suddenly  disap¬ 
peared  from  public  sight,  and  before  long 
from  that  of  his  family  and  friends.  A 
few  years  afterward  I  was  told  by  a  friend, 
a  clergyman  in  a  distant  city,  that  while 
visiting  the  hospital  in  that  place  he  rec¬ 
ognized  in  the  bloated  body  of  a  dying 
man  our  once  loved  and  reverenced  min¬ 
ister.  My  friend  .was  the  only  mourner 
at  his  grave,  the  grave  of  one  who  saw  no 
harm  in  moderate  drinking. 

Some  ten  years  ago  I  made-tlie  acquain¬ 
tance  of  a  business  man,  who,  though  he 
had  not  yet  reached  middle  age,  hail  ac¬ 
quired  a  handsome  fortune,  and  was  the 
head  of  a  lovely  family.  He  saw  no  harm 
in  moderate  drinking,  and  within  two 
years  “died  as  the. fool  dieth.”  After 
his  death  it  was  found  that  his  property 
hail  gone  for  rum.  His  wife  and  children 
were  left  destitute. 

I  have  witnessed  scores  of  such  instances. 
I  daily  see  men  staggering  out  of  “  re¬ 
spectable”  barrooms;  I  hear  tlieir  blas¬ 
phemy;!  know  where  their  course  will 
end;  I  know  of  their  wives  and  children 
suffering  from  want,  or  begging  from 
door  to  door.  Can  you  wonder  then  that 
I  am  grieved  and  shocked  at  the  ridicule 
which  “  Anti  Rant,”  in  the  last  issue  of 
The  Citizen,  pours  out  on  the  wretched 
victims  of  the  rumseller  and  the  drunk¬ 
ard,  as  well  as  those' who  oppose  the  traf¬ 
fic?  I  am  no  Prohibitionist ;  I  have  never 
attended  one  of  the  Sunday  afternoon 
Gospel  Temperance  meetings  ;  I  see  no 
clear  way  of  destroying  this  destroyer : 
But  if  the  friends  of  moderate  drinking 
can  refer  to  such  terrible  facts — which 
you  and  I  and  all  of  us  have  known — with 
the  sneers  and  ridicule  of  “Anti  Rant,” 
I  shall  hasten  to  get  on  the  side  of  the 
extremest  Ranter,  to  show  my  hate  of 
such  heartlessness.  It  arouses  one’s  in¬ 
dignation  to  see  rum  ranked  with  dress. 
The  absurdity  is  so  evident  that  I  am 
ashamed  to  argue  about  it.  Ask  our  over, 
seer  of  the  poor  if  he  has  ever  been 


called  up  >n  to  relieve  any  one  wtu-  be¬ 
came  poor  through  extravagant  dressing. 
Ask  him  how  much  of  the  sorrow  and 
want  he  relieves  is  caused  by  ru®. 

This  reference  to  extravagant  dressing 
calls  to  mind  a  rumaeller  I  once  knew  in 
a  neighl>oring  city,  who  outside  his  busi 
ness  was  a  pretty  good  fellow.  His  fam 
ily  dressed  elegantly.  Sometimes  as  I 
saw  his  wife  and  daughter,  decked  in 
silks  and  jewels,  come  out  of  hie  house 
and  enter  their  carriage,  I  used  t<  won 
der  how  the  wivee  and  childrefl  of  his 
customers  were  dressed.  “Anti  Rants” 
anxiety  would  be  for  the  poor  feUow  be 
hind  the  bar,  who  would  soon  l>e  driven 
to  the  poor  house  by  the  extravagant 
dressing  of  his  family. 

If  moderate  drinking  is  to  be  cuccess 
fully  defended,  it  will  not  lie  byriilicul 
ing  the  misery  which  so  often  follows  it 
‘  Anti  Rant’s”  philoephy,  logic  and  feel¬ 
ing  will  soon  make  me

Union  Temperance  Meeting. 

Since  the  change  of  location  to  the  Old 
Lecture  Room  the  attendance  of  both 
men  and  women  has  much  increased-  Last 
Sunday  tnuch  interest  was  manifested  in 
connection  with  the  accounts  which  were 
given  cohering  the  lists  of  signatures  to 
the  remonstrances  against  renewal  of  li¬ 
censes  in  Bloomfield. 

In  some  of  the  districts  the  efforts 
made  toi  obtain  signatures  were  feeble, 
and  no  comparison  could  be  matle  of  the 
number  of  citizens  opposed >to  licensing 
liquor  shops.  In  other  precincts  the 
canvass  for  signers  was  more  earnestly 
made  aud  the  result  was  very  gratifying. 
In  some  cases  from  seventy  to  eighty  per 
cent,  of  the  voting  citizens  registered 
themselves  as  opposed  to  increaaing  the 
number  of  liquor  dens  in  Bloomfield.  At 
least  fifty  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  op¬ 
posed  to  licensing  any  liquor  dealers  to 
sell  the  destructive  poisons  of  rum  and 
whiskeys.  About  twenty  per  cent,  were 
disposed  to  allow  license  to  one  or  two 
enders  of  the  alcoholic  poisons. 

It  is  safe  to  infer  as  the  result  of  this 
incomplete  canvass  for  names  of  opponents 
to  the  liquor  traffic  thaLat  least  eixty-five 
to  seventy  per  cent  of  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  Bloomfield  would  vote  for 
“Local  Option”  if  the  question  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  people.  Also,  that  if  the 
choice  were  offered  at  the  polls,  at  least 
that, number  would  vote  for  “  No  License,” 
without  regard  to  political  party,  but 
simply  as  a  question  of  morality',  good 
order  and  economy. 

This  experiment  triid-  ’s  encouraging 
to  all  advocates  and  friends  of  the  plan  of 

Local  Option”  for  New  Jersey. 

The  services  were  interesting.  Brief 
addresses,  right  to  the  point,  were  made 
by  Messrs.  Williams,  H.  Russell,  Bid- 
dulph,  Sanderson,  Batchelder  and  others, 
which  were  varied  with  well  adapted 
songs  and  hymns  from  the  Sankey  and 
Bliss  collection. 

Rev.  Dr.  Stubbert  summed  up  with  a 
forcible  and  characteristic  address,  both 
pithy  and  concise,  portraying  the  work  to 
be  accomplished,  and  the  encouragement 
to  labor  till  this  great  foe,  intemper¬ 
ance,  and  its  cause,  the  liquor  traffic,  shall 
be  Abolished,  as  the  iniquity  of  slavery 
has  been  destroyed  within  recollection. 
Even  as  the  volunteers  in  the  army  of  the 
Union  enlisted  for  the  war,  so  mould  all 
patriotic  citizens,  and  the  yo^th  especially, 
enlist  in  the  contest  against  rum  and  the 
rum  sellers,  and  with  God  on  our  side  the 
victory  is  sure. 

These  meetings  will  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  in  numbers  and  interest,  if  the 
leader  will  see  that  they  are  conducted  as 
the  first  two  have  been  ;  concise  prayers, 
short  and  timely  addresses,  and  appro¬ 
priate  hymns  and  music.  B.
